It was 
begun in 1962 and operates on a 
location some 20 miles from Win­ 
nipeg once used as a sch ool for 
delinq uent girls. 
Th e Observ er described 
th e 
sch ool as “perh aps th e tough est 
boys’ sch ool in North America.” 
The scho o l ha s some affilia­ 
tio n with the Ang lica n (Episco ­ 
pa l) Church a nd enro lls bo y s 
fro m die six th g ra de thro ug h the 
twelfth g ra de. 
Th e sch ool ch arges $65 per 
month and parents pay an av er­ 
age of $130 more per year for 
cloth ing. 
All boys work part-time at th e 
sch ool, not to earn money for 
th eir tuition, but as part of th e 
planned program of th e institu­ 
tion. 
Th e sch ool h as a capacity of 112 
boys, h as a drop out of about 10 
per cent in th e first two month s 
and h as a waiting list of about 
8 0 0 . 
The Institutio n was started 
by n g ro up o f pa rents 
wh o be­ 
ca me disencha nted with Ca na ­ 
dia n public scho o ls beca use they 
feR there wa s a la ck o f cha l­ 
leng es in the mo dern a ppro a ch 
to educa tio n. 
It is also largely an outgrowth 
o f a Sunday Sch ool class, al­ 
th ough , apparently, th e teach ing 
o f religion was not th e prime mov ­ 
er in setting up th e sch ool. 
It is not with out critics and de­ 
tractors h av e h it th e sch ool for 
being too “progressiv e,” and also 
for being too much a model of th e 
much -maligned 
“V i c t o r i a n ” 
sch ools. 
At any rate, th e sch ool h as a 
policy of disciplining students by 
spanking and starts th e study of 
logic in th e eigh th grade. 
Th e setting of th e institution, 
policies and curriculum all h av e 
th e same Spartanlike appearance. 
English emph asis is reading 
rath er th an composition in th e de­ 
v elopment of good writing styles.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Highly pu zzling to 
some prcsident-w atchers is the fact that Lyndon 
Johnson is gi\en so little credit by millions of 
American voters for his massive legislative accom­ 
plishments. 
It is common to say of the President that he 
steered to enactment major programs for edu ca­ 
tion, health, hou sing and welfare which earlier 
presidents cither cou ld not get or did not want. 
This is largely tru e. Yet the very natu re of 
these programs—and the problems they are aimed 
at—may help to explain why Lyndon the Achiever 
is not ru nning u p a big score in the pu blic opinion 
polls. 
With certain significant exceptions (pollu ­ 
tion control, for instance). Johnson's catalogu e 
of su ccess is a roster of New Deal-Fair Deal pro­ 
posals left u ndone by his predecessors. 
Like an old man who lives beyond his time, 
the u nsolved problems these programs attack have 
probably been with u s too long. 
In the steadily rising afflu ence of postwar 
America, the programs evidently have been ac­ 
cepted long since by millions of Americans as 
desirable and financially feasible. 
Carried throu gh Congress on the Johnson flood 
tide of I%5, the main items of his “Great Society” 
therefore were qu ickly banked by the voters as 
overdu e entries. 
Nor did the President get the credit expected 
from his vigorou s sponsorship of the 1964 and 1965 
civil rights acts. Hu ge as was their sweep, they 
were properly described as “catch u p” assau lts 
on problems festering in the land for a centu ry. 
“Catch u ps” obviou sly do not have the thru st 
of bold breakthrou ghs. 
The beneficiaries have 
taken them for granted before they came, and are 
looking beyond to new things. 
Here, perhaps, is the real heart of it. Johnson 
has achieved, in domestic social and civil rights 


legislation, what millions felt ou ght to have been 
done years ago. 
The Irony of his position Is acu te. Looking at 
the mou ntain he has moved, the mou ntain some 
others only chipped at, he hears cou ntless Amer­ 
icans shou t—“Not enou gh!” 
Civil rights leaders who a decade back wou ld 
have been tearfu lly gratefu l for a third of their 
1964-65 gains call today for fresh advances that 
requ ire a virtu al make-over of U.S. society. 
Needy, disadvantaged folk who 38 years ago 
revered Franklin D. Roosevelt for New Deal pro­ 
posals less sweeping than some of Johnson's treat 
the President as if he were simply paying 
a de­ 
linqu ent water hill. 
Lyndon Johnson, then, seems to have been 
cau ght in The Overlap. While he has been dog­ 
gedly ramming throu gh programs for problems 
yellowing with time, most Americans have had 
their sights fixed on their newer difficu lties—crimi­ 
nal terror in their streets and hou ses, the pollu ted 
air and water, the clogging of traffic, the cost of 
everything. 
The President has been fu lly attentive to these 
new problems, and has pu t throu gh programs for 
some of them. 
Bu t here his su ccess has been 
limited, with tangible resu lts hardly felt by most 
people. 
A Medicare check in the mail is a welcomed 
reality to the beneficiary, and a proof of Johnson 
the Achiever at work. Bu t it may be more than 
canceled ou t in the recipient’s mind if it is stolen 
from his mail box. 
The President really is being asked to meet 
the problems of two eras. His Great Society ef 
fort began the catch u p on left-over difficu lties 
from a prior time. If he can now cru sh crime, 
clear the air and water, u nclog the streets and 
patch the big nick in the taxpayer’s pocketbook, 
he ju st might still the cries of “not enou gh” and 
inch his way back u p in the voters favor.

NEW YORK (AP) - The New 
York Stock Exchange has ju st 
completed mailing to its mem­ 
bers some information on how 
to promote shares of stock as 
Christmas gifts, 
especially to 
you ngsters. 
The exchange described su ch 
gifts 
as 
“both 
different 
and 
practical,” as “ more personal 
than cash,” as “combining sen­ 
timent with good sense.” and as 
adding 
“excitement 
and 
in­ 
volvement to life.” 
Immediately, some wags con­ 
tended that at today’s depressed 
stock 
prices 
certain 
shares 
might su bstitu te for the Christ­ 
mas card bu t hardly for the gift 
itself. 
The exchange, thinking other­ 
wise, explained its conviction in 
a letter to execu tives of broker­ 
age hou ses. Su ch gifts, it is said, 
.“create good will and help edu ­ 
cate a whole new generation of 
investors.” 
As proof of the potential m ar­ 
ket, 
exchange 
officials 
noted 
that stu dies show “a promising 
area for growth in ou r bu siness 
over the years ahead lies among 
you ngsters u nder 2 1.” 
As proof of the existing m ar­ 
ket it noted that: “An estimated 
1,300.000 minors now own stock 
—a figu re which has tripled in 
the past three years and in­ 
creased more than 500 per cent 
in the past decade." 
This incease in stock owner­ 
ship by you ngsters is one of the 


most fu ndamental changes In 
stock ownership of recent years. 
It is no accident. Once it was 
difficu lt to give stock. Legisla­ 
tion now has made it rou tine. 
As the exchange notes, and 
many people have discovered, 
there are distinct advantages to 
the recipient: growth, dividends 
and the edu cational valu e of 
having a persnal key to the 
American economic system. 
There are disadvantages: the 
possibilities 
that 
dividends 
won’t be paid or that the valu e 
of the shares will decline. With 
cau tion 
and wisdom, however, 
there is a good chance of pick­ 
ing growth stocks that might 
some day help finance a college 
edu cation. 
Parents who 
give 
stock 
to 
children still may claim the $600 
federal income tax exemption 
for each child regardless of the 
child's income from the gift. 
The 
u su al 
provision 
exists, 
however, that the parent mu st 
pay at least one-half the child’s 
su pport and that he is u nder 19 
or a fu ll-time stu dent. 
A gift of stock can be pu r­ 
chased or transferred in the 
u su al manner, simply by walk­ 
ing into a brokerage office and 
asking for the information. Most 
brokers have or can qu ickly ob­ 
tain the forms needed. 
Don’t worry if the pu rchase is 
a small one. For a broker, ob­ 
taining a brand new accou nt 
with potential for growth is 
a 
Christmas gift in itself.

GROSSE ILE, Mich. (AP) - 
The hero of the Battle of Ashau 
in Viet Nam faces mandatory 
retirement. He also has drawn a 
reprimand for telling newsmen 
about the battle in which he won 
the Navy Cross. 
Lt. Col. Charles A. House, 45, 
a 25-y ear veteran of the Marine 
Corps, said the retirement will 
be mandatory because he has 
been passed over twice for pro 
motion to colonel. 
He also confirmed reports of 
the reprimand. 
“ There is no way of knowing 
whether the reprimand had any 
thing to do with my being 
passed over,” he said in an in­ 
terview Wednesday . “ This is a 
very 
competitive 
promotion. 
There are a lot of lieutenant 
colonels but not many colonels.” 
House, a native of Burlington, 
Iowa, refused to say any thing 
more about the reprimand be­ 
cause it is “ classified.” 
“ I’ve done well and I’m not 
bitter,” he said. “ But I just 
can’t talk about all this bey ond 
that.” 
“ And,” he added, “ I could 
lose my pension.” 
Last March, when his helicop­ 
ter was shot down, House took 
command of about 70 American 
Special Forces and Vietnamese 
troops under Viet Cong attack 
at Ashau. 
For five day s, House led the 
troops on a retreat into the jun­ 
gles, eventually finding a clear­ 
ing where rescue helicopters 
eould drop in. 
Ai the helicopters arrived, the 
Vietnamese panicked, overload­ 
ing one helicopter and hanging 
an the outside of it. Wounded 
men were left behind. 
House tried to restore order, 
tut was ignored, and finally he 
ordered his men to shoot. 
Seven 
Vietnamese were killed and oth- 
art wounded before the rescue 
Operation could proceed. 
The Marine Corps said House 
did what had to be done. The 
Vietnamese government agreed, 
awarding him the Cross of Gal­ 
lantry . 
But later the Marine Corps 
said House used poor judgment 
in telling newsmen of the inci­ 
dent.

Death Rate 
The Health Ministry lists the 
current death rate at 16 per 1,-

This gives India a net gain of 
12 million-plus per y ear, and 
family planning, it is hoped, will 
reduce the birth rate from its 
present 40 plus per 1.000 to IS.
